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Jap Peace Treaty Session Has All Trappings 
Of High Diplomacy But Is Cold-Blooded Deal 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON — (AP,)— This 


is a coldblooded business, dressed 
in a cutaway, at the Japanese 
peace treaty session in San Fran 
Cisco. No one is being kidded, least 
of all those taking part. 


It's surrounded by all the usua 


trapping of high diplomacy. But 
it's the raw and naked power of 
the United States meeting the raw 
and naked power of Russia, head 
on. It's deadly without shooting. 


This time the U.S. has Russia 


over a barrel. And it's taking ful 
advantage of that fact. Both sides 
recognize it. But for appearances 
sake they go -through the diplo- 
matic .song and dance. 


The case can be stated in short 


order: 


The U.S. wants this treaty be- 


cause it gains a powerhouse ally 
in the. Pacific to block any Russian 
moves": Japan will be allowed to 
re-arn> and the U.S. will have 
troops there. For these same reas- 
ons Russia is against the treaty. 


Three Red Delegations 


There are only three Communist 


delegations at the treaty session: 
Russian, Polish, Czcchoslovakian 
But the treaty hall is packed with 
this country's friends and allies 
They can swamp the Communists 
at every turn on any question with 
their votes. 


At yesterday's first full session 


when the Communists tried to 
mess up the works, they were po- 
litely allowed to talk in relays for 
a couple of hours. Then they were 
voted down. 


If you watched this performance 


on coast-to-coast TV you might 
have been struck by the intense 
seriousness in the faces of all the 
delegates, including Andrei Gro- 
myko, who led the Russians, anc 
Secretary of State Acheson, who 
acted as chairman and blew the 
whistle on the Communists. 


All Knew Outcome 


But everyone in the hall knew 


the outcome, before the start, in- 
cluding the greatly outnumbered 
Gromyko. It was a diplomatic 
show, rigged by the Americans 
and British. They did it by draw- 
ing up beforehand a set of rules 
under which all the 
delegates 


would have to do business. 


And there was a gimmick in the 


rules: They put a time limit on 
talk by any delegation, a-device 
with one purpose only: To stop the 
Russians if they tried any monkey 
business, which is why they went 
there. 


Under the rules the treaty, pre- 


pared by the U. S. and others, was 
to be accepted and signed as is, 
without any changes. If the( Rus- 
sians could filibuster, they might 
delay the signing for days. One 
sure way to stop them was that 
tim« limit in the rules. 


Begin to Talk 


But before the rules could go 


into effect, a majority of the" dele 
gates had to approve them. That's 
when Gromyko and his frie'nds did 
their talking: To block or change 
the rules which would shut them 
up later. 


After letting the Communists 


have their say, Acheson called for 
the vote which adopted the rales, 
That finished that, for the time 
being, anyway. 


Calm and reasonable settlement 


of differences between the U. S. 
and Russia lias become next to im- 
possible. Both now have resorted 
to force: The U.S. is trying to 
build a ring of armed Allies around 
the Communist world which is 
arming and trying to expand. 
Japan will be an important link in 
the American ring. 


And the San Francisco meeting 


is just part of the power struggle, 
except that it's dressed up fancy.

company—announced last Febru- 
ary—for development of an atomic 
engine for aircraft. And the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission (AEC) said 
in March it had awarded a con- 
tract to G. E. for "associated pro- 
pulsion devices." 


There was little public specula- 


tion in official sources about how 
soon 
an atomic-powered plane 


might be perfected. The best 
guess was that it would be some* 
what longer than the two to three 
years which officials have esti- 
mated may be required to com- 
plete a nuclear powered sub- 
marine. 


Reaction Engine* 


Power plants for both have their

next week. Senator Kefauver (D- 
Tenn) told a reporter today he 
will confer with his former .crime 
committee colleagues on whether 
to attack the gambling tax. 


Lends Legal Color 


Kefauver, former chairman of 


the crime committee, argued be- 
fore the finance group two weeks 
ago that a tax on gambling would 
give some color of legality to en- 
terprises the government ought to 
be trying to shut down. 


Besides approving the gambling 


tax, the finance committee yes- 
terday approved House provisions 
which will lose about $224,000,000 
in revenue annually as compared 
with present law. 


With these decisions, the Senate 


version of the tax boost stood at 
$5,972,000,000, very close to the 
$6.000,000,000 increase favored by 
George. 


10 Per Cent Cut 


The gambling tax would include 


a 10 per cent excise on all bets 
on sporting events, elections or 
other contests made with book- 
makers or other persons accept- 
ing wagers for a profit. 


It also would apply to bets 


with lottery operations and to 
wagers placed in a pool on any 
sports event or contest if the 
pool is conducted for profit. A $50 
a year occupation tax would be 
imposed on persons accepting bets 
and on persons who receive bets 
for bookmakers. 


Exclude Friendly Beta 


The lawmakers expect most of 


the revenue would come from off- 
track horse race and numbers bet- 
ting. 


Specifically excluded are friend- 


ly bets between persons who are 
not commercial gamblers,

Quorum Call Is Outdated 


The other day Senator Capehart of Indiana fell down 


while rushing to answer a "quorum call" in the senate. He 
apparently suffered but slightly. 


Perhaps if the mishap had been a little more dramatic— 


say the derailment of the senate's underground rail car bear- 
ing a full load of senators from their offices to the Capitol- 
it might have served to draw proper attention to the absurd- 
ity of the quorum call procedure. 


Sometimes an hour or more of a day's senate session is 


consumed by these dreary rundowns of the roster to make 
certain enough senators are present to satisfy minimum re- 
quirements for legislative action. Each roll call takes about 
20 minutes. 
* * » 


Often the call mere is routine. No action is pending, but 


some senator is disturbed because the audience for his dull 


remarks is small. 


Each year the senate drags on later and later in getting 


through its necessary business. The 81st congress didn't ad- 
journ until early January, 1951, though its successor was due 
to bagte work at that very time. There are lots of reasons 
fop this Increasing delay. But surely one of them is the out- 
moded roll caH'and voting procedure which makes the senate 
sound like a bill station half the time. The clerk stops just 


short of shouting "all points West." 


We Need Technical 'Prams' ^ 


', At the time the furore broke over the government's con- 


troversial draft tests to determine deferments, a prime argu- 
ment for the examinations was the need to assure the nation 
of sufficient trained scientific and medical personnel. 


In its latest issue, Fortune Magazine documents that need 


in just one field—engineering. According to Lawrence Less- 
ing* one of its editors, industry needs 30,000 engineers a year 
for normal growth and replacement. Besides that, it current- 
ly has a deficit of 60,000 engineers. 


Lessing found that the number of engineering graduates 


is expected to taper off from 25,000 next June to a possible 
low of 12,000 in 1954. 


Engineering enrollments are down sharply, and there 


appears little that can be done about this critical shortage in 
the next few years. Fortune's analysis lays blame for the 
scarcity on: 


The low birth rate of the 1930s; a "national letdown" 


after World War II, marked by a turning away from "poten- 
tially destructive science;" the slowness of congress in estab- 
lishing a National Science Foundation to organize and direct 
basic research; and misleading government reports suggest- 
ing a surplus of engineers when the reverse was true. 


A committee of congress has proposed a national scien- 


tific personnel board to help the president channel technical 
manpower into critical areas of industry, government re- 
search, teaching and military service. 


These seem sound proposals to deal with the immediate 


dearth of engineers. But attention must be given to the 
longer range problem of luring more American youths into 
engineering as a lifetime career.

I 
ave to eat often to quiet this feei- 
ng, but after I eat my stomach 
urts, and in half an hour after 
iting, the same feeling- returns. 
Vhat could this trouble be ? Is it 
ervousness, since I am terribly 
ervous all the time? Should I 
o to see a good doctor? 


—Mrs. P.C.K. 


A—By all means you should go 


o see your doctor. In all probabil- 
ty he will want to make several 
teate Including X-rajs, sine* the 
vmptoms you describe would fit 
lone of an ulcer of the stomach. 
>f course, one cannot tell until the 
xamlnations have bwn made. As 
have said many tlmos, nenous- 
es» dnen influence the symptoms 
f stomach ulcer.

Q—For the past two years, 
very time I go into the basement 
0 wash or come in contact with 
ampness, my feet and hands 
well and itch. Could you tell me 
1 this is serious and what I should 
o about it?—Mrs. HS. 


A—The symptoms sound ai 


though you were sensitive or al- 
lergic to something with which 
you come in contact in the base- 
ment. This could be Home form of 
mold which grows only in dark 
moist place*. An allergist could 
lest you' for ftutatances which 
might b« causing the difficulty. 
Certainly swelling and itching of 
the feet and hands is nothing to 
Ignore.

Q—Is it true that if one drinks 


a great deal of liquid it will cause 
one to become heavy and fleshy? 


—Mrs. R.G. 


A—Plain water does not lead to 


the production of fat. Of course, if 
there Is sugar or other nutriment 
In the liquid, it can caiwe fat pro- 
duction. In a person who has In- 
sufficiency of the heart or of the 
kidneys, the body may retain some 
fluid and cauno swelling, but this 
U not true of normal flesh. In the 
healthy person, excesi water is 
rapidly eliminated and will not 
cause heaviness or fat. 


Q—I am 22 years old and since 


my last baby was born, my hair 
has been coming out continuously 
until now it is so thin I can hardly 
do anything with it. What can be 
done for falling hair?—Mrs. F. 


A—Falling hair after childbirth 


Is not 
particularly uncommon 


though the cause is somewhat ob- 
scure. The hair almost always 
grows back In time. About the 
only thing which can or needs to 
be done Is to keep the circulation 
of the scalp in as good shape 
possible by massage and frequen£ 
brushing. 
Of course, attention 


should be ghen also to the general 
health. 


Q—The cartilage in my nose is 


broken through. It bleeds and gets 
dry with mucous. I wash the nose 
with warm salt water and use 
vaseline. Is this a serious matter? 


—Mrs. L.L. 


A—It seems probable that you 


will continue to have some trouble 
with your nose if the cartilage or 
septum between the two nostrils 
Is broken through. In all probabil- 
ity permanent relief can be ob- 
tained only by an operation to re- 
pair the damaged area.

Marshall girls, of Marshall, Texas, indicate that people who simply 
refuse to comply and remit the money have nothing to fear. ,Th'at 
ia to say, no need to fear criminal penalties because, plainly, the 
Treasury, the Department of Justice, Congress 
and the White House are afraid of the people. 
They don't dare apply the criminal penalties against 
individuals, especially respectable domestic worn* 
en, knowing that juries would acquit them and 
that the people would come to realize that the 
government had embezzled billions in a gigantic 
fraud put over by Congress, The till is empty. The 
crooks stole it all as fast as it came in, and they 
all are afraid that even their own packed Su- 
preme Court, * ignorant and poltically venal as it 
is, would have to reject not only the federal check- 
off but the corrupt body and soul of social security and bring on a 
terrible crash. Congress would have to do some nimble scrambli'4) 
to head off a revolution then. 


If you visualize the situation that those congressmen and sen* 


ators knowingly prescribed to enforce the theft of billions to back 
the government payrolls of the Democratic organization, you under- 
stand why they are afraid- 
They were going to send to prison ten 


thousand, perhaps a million American women, mothers of countless 
children, wives of the tax-payers who put up the money for their 
wanton follies. They were willing to write the criminal penalty to

Four times a year, 
the treasury has to go to her

by clerks and lawyers and the 
agents may have to drive a hun- 
dred miles in each Instance.

Martin Dies, of Texas, who has 


taken the case of the Marshall 
girls, to carry it to the Supreme 
court, estimates that at least half 
of the housewives of Texas have 
violated the social security check- 
off by simply ignoring: it. The job 
of proceeding against all of the'.,1 
according to the Marshall, (Tex,) 
plan, would be fantastic so you 
may be confident that their viola- 
tions will be ignored. If a million 
or two or ten million others also 
ignore it, the law will become a 
dead letter and the consequences 
of that would be so disturbing 
that Congress would be forced to 
repeal the whole business. 


What, then, of the millions ol 


people who have paid billions ml) 
the Treasury for social security 
to be embezzled during these 
years? 
No question about it, 


they or their heirs must be reim- 
bursed. The employers must be re- 
impursed, too, because the money 
taken from them for this fraud 
was the proceeds of extortion. 
But, 
somehow we could manage. 


Then for a substitute if the peo- 
ple really want social security, w<; 
could have an honest, voluntaj I 
system paid for by the workers 
who expect to receive the bene- 
fits, 
Not by the employers who 


have no duty 
in the 
situation. 


After all workers are people, not 
serfs of the employers. It is as> 
much then* privilege as their duty 
to manage their own affairs And 
provide for their own old age by 
their own earnings.

love for it. Though we may find it a strain to discover some appealing 
trait in the wicked witch or ferocious beast that haunts the bedroom, 
we can do it if we try hard enough. 
If we succeed in presenting the sinister creature as one who has 


come, not to threaten our little boy or girl, but to seek protection and 
love, the sinister creature will be deprived of his power to terrify. 


Our problem, quite simply is a problem of replacing fear with 


love. 
, When Pam's mother identified the kitten with the tiger for Pam, 


Pam's protective love for the kitten reached'out to the tiger, too. The 
love transferred power from the tiger to Pam. She became big, the 
giver; he became smaller, the taker. By feeling her love was needed, 
she lost her fear. 
Psychiatrists tell us that children's irrational fears of creatures 


and things merely symbolize other bigger fears they cannot tell us 
about. They say the tigers and witches merely indicate a sense of 
helplessness brought on by some experience we may not be able to 
identify. 
But the answer is still love. It is still convincing the child that 


his love is needed by all the people, creatures and objects in his world. 
When-he believes that this is true, his sense of his own power to re- 
assure and protect will generally wipe out the fears that have made 
him think of himself as weak", menaced and powerless. 


The answer to fear is love, always.

(Adam- 
ic's secretary, Mrs. Ethel Sharp, 
said he had written all but one 
chapter of the book, "The Eagle 
and the Rock." The manuscript 
was missing). 


Full of Name* 


In New York, Timothy Seldes, 


Doubleday & Co., assistant editor 
who was handling Adamic's new 
manuscript, said that the work was 
90 per cent completed. 
Seldes 


said he had gone over the mate- 
rial, but that Adamic had taken 
most of it back to New Jersey for 
revision. 


Referring to the threats, Seldes 


said: 
"It was a very long manuscript, 


and full of names. "If there was 
a crackpot in the crowd, it could 
have been any of a long list." 


Seldes said he has not been able 


to learn how much of the manu- 
script was destroyed in the fire at 
Adamic's house. If that copy is 
gone, Seldes said, the only chance 
for reassembling the work would 
be if Adamic left carbon copies in 
California where he did much of 
the writing. 


Lot of Carbons 


"He always made a lot of car-

They said cooler weather in many 
areas probably whetted consumer 
appetites for meat. However, this 
pickup was hot immediately re- 
flected in higher prices, even on 
those items still below ceilings.

Large top grade eggs were up two 
to four cents a dozen,"folowing the 
normal seasonal pattern as pro- 
duction of bigger eggs by aging 
hens declines.

' It's Andrei A. Gromyko. You pronounce it Grow-Mee- 


ko. He's deputy foreign minister and head of the 32-man 
Cossack choir of off-key disc jockeys and sour note throwers. 
The Russian name Gromyko means "the thundery one." 


Gromyko is also quite a juggler. He can keep more mon- 


key wrenches in the air at one time than any man alive. And 
be can throw hammers and sickles with uncanny accuracy, 
at any country on the map. 


The chief Russian delegate to 


San Francisco is supposed to be 
Russia's expert on America. As a 
young professor of economics he 
majored 
in 
American 
affairs. 


Then he became head of the Amer- 
ican section of the Russian foi- 
eign office. 


When he came to the United 


States in 1938 as counselor of the 
Soviet Embassy, under Ambas- 
sador Constantin Oumansky, Gro- 
myko began to study this coun- 
try in earnest. He became a gieat 
movie fan, not for the fun of it, 
but to help him leain the Eng- 
lish language . He now speaks it 
pretty well, particularly the word, 
"No!"

He got works on 


American art and American joke 
books, and he memorized stock 
passages from both.

Signs Pact 


NEW YORK — (AP)— From 


now on, you'll have to pay for the 
privilege of singing or playing a 
Japanese song commercially in 
this country. The same goes for 
the Japanese who perform Ameri- 
can tunes for profit in Japan. 


This is the result of the first 


Oriental agreement signed by the 
American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers. It con- 
cluded a mutual protection pact 
with the Japanese Society of 
Rights of Authors and Composers 
whereby the two societies would 
collect royalties for each other. 


"Actually," says an ASCAP 


spokesman, "there's more in it for 
us than for them. The Japanese 
play about 80 per cent more of our 
music than we perform of theirs. 
But Japanese tunes are performed 
quite a bit in Japanese cabarets 
along our Pacific coast." 


ASCAP, which has had many 


long-standing royalty agreements 
with European nations' but never 
before concluded one in the Far 
East, has 2,600 members. The 
Japanese •odetjr bai 1,100, 


But in Atlanta, two people liv- 


ing on fixed incomes—this group 
is usually hardest hit by infla- 
tion and rising taxes—said higher 
levies probably wouldn't bother 
them much.
